the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00), paid and to be paid as 
follows, to-wit: twenty-five dollars(#25.00) thereof in hand 
paid the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged; twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) due and payable April, 20, 1908; twenty-five 
dollars($25.00) due and payable July, 20, 1908; twenty-five 
dollars (#25.00) thereof due and payable October, 20, 1908; 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) thereof due and payable January, 
20, 1909; twenty-five dollars ($25.00) thereof due and payable 
April, 20, 1909; twenty five dollars($25.00) thereof due and 
payable July, 20, 1909; and twenty-five dollars ($25.00), due 
and payable October, 20, 1909; all of which deferred payments 
are evidenced by ine several notes of the said second party
